Meanwhile Large Russian Force 


Is Pressing Steadily To­ 


ward Berlin. 


London, Aug. 28.—The conflict of 
millions appears at last to be in prog­ 
ress. 
Even such news as the sinking 
of the German steam er Kaiser Wil­ 
helm der Grosse pales beside the ti­ 
tanic battle evidenced by a glowing 
tribute of General Joffre, the 
French 
commander-in-chief, 
to 
the 
British 
arms and the realization that the al­ 
lies are fighting to block the road to 
Paris, with the Germans hardly far­ 
ther away than New York is to Phila­ 
delphia— IOO miles. 
Meanwhile 
the 
Russian

drawing nearer to Berlin. 
Not even 
during 
the first great struggle 
be­ 
tween Europe 
and Asia on the far 
Manchurian plains was the enormous 
battle 
fought 
in such impenetrable 
silence as far as concerns the outer 
world. 
Only the vaguest generalities are 
given to the people of Great Britain 
and France by their respective gov­ 
ernments. 
Probably the German peo­ 
ple know little more of what their 
armies are accomplishing. 
All the information the British pub­ 
lic obtained was the report from the 
French, announced 
by 
Premier As­ 
quith in the bouse of commons, that 
the army was engaged on Wednesday 
against a superior force and fought 
splendidly and that he considers its 
position and prospects in the impend­ 
ing battle satisfactory. 


Allies Hold Strong Lines. 


The official news bureau gave fur­ 
ther information that the French op­ 
erations, extending over a distance 
of 250 miles, necessitated changes in 
the position 
of tile 
British troops, 
which are occupying a strong line sup­ 
ported by the French on both flanks, 
to meet the German advance. 
Tin* impending battle undoubtedly 
will be an attempt by the Germans, 
with the hugest army ever employed 
for a swift attack, to sledge hammer 
its way through the allies’ defensive 
barrier, while trying to outflank them 
between their left and the seaboard. 
The Russians appear to be advanc­ 
ing steadily in East Prussia. They are 
approaching 
the 
great 
fortress 
of 
Koenigsberg and have crossed the 
River Aile at several points. 
While 
they continue 
their advance, 
with 
Posen 
as their objective, they are 
confronting 
the 
Austrians 
between 
the Dniester and the Vistula and re­ 
port a number of victories along that 
line. 
The Austrians assert that they have 
defeated the Russians in a six days’ 
battle near Krasnik, Russian Poland, 
repulsing them decisively over the en­ 
tire front of about forty-three miles. 
A dozen

Austrian bayonets, all of which will 
be considered milestones of history in 
less overwhelming days.

Says a Brussels dispatch to the lo n ­ 
don Daily News: 
Across the battlefield of Diest there 
Is a brown stretch of harrowed ground 
half a furlong In width. 
It Is the 
grave of 1,200 Germans who fell In 
the fight. 
All over the field there are 
other graves, some of Germans, some 
of Belgians and some of horses. 
When I reached the place peasants 
with long mattocks and spades were 
turning in the soil. 
They were sick 
at heart. 
Their corn Is ripe for cut­ 
ting in the battlefield, but little of It 
will be harvested. 
Dark paths in their 
turnip fields are sodden with the blood 
of men aud horses. 
The battleground, roughly three miles 
long, should be called Ilaelen rather 
than Diest, for It was In amt through 
and behind the little village of Ilaelen 
that the deadly test of strength took 
place. 
The villagers have each a tale to tell 
of the loss. 
All the 1,200 men In the 
•'Mig grr,” \ 
were men 
with 
wives 
sweethearts and parents. 
All the Bel 
glan soldiers and the others buried 
where they fell. have mourners. 
Postcards from f a 'hers. with bless 
Ings on their gallant sons, I found on 
the field: also little mementos of people 
and places carried by the men as mas 
cots.

Italy’s Deep Blue Skies. 
The sky of italy 
is not Kl tor Its 
Clearness 
The blue is deeper not be­ 
cause Hie dust there is finer than in 
the northern countries, but because 
In the countries of the north, due to 
the greater coolness of the air, the 
vapor more readily condenses upon 
tho dust particles. 
The dust particles 
thus become larger and consequently 
not so effective in turning blick the 
blue rays alone, hut others are also 
reflected, and a grayish effect Is pro 
duced. 
In a single location the blue 
of the sky may appear bluer at one 
time than another 
The sky is often­ 
times said to be very blue when some 
white cumulus clouds 
are outlined 
against it. 
The sky is then a deep 
blue by contrast 
with the brilliant 
white. 
After a shower, 
when the 
lower stratum of air is washed of its 
coarse dust particles, a deeper and 
purer blue Is the result.
